WITH SERIES DISASTERS 


Great Victory in Galicia Is 
Thought to be Only Begin- 
ning of the End 


London, Sept. 4 (4.07 a.m,.)-—The Pe- 
trograd correspondent of the Times in 
a report on the operations around 
Lemberg says:

SEARCH WILDS FOR NOW 
FAMOUS BLONDE ESKIMO 


For Whole Winter Marooned 
on Lonely Island With 
Hardly Any Food 


After having spent five long years 
in the north country, during which 
time hardships and thrilling experi- 
ences made up the days and months, 
Rev. W. H. Fry, an Anglican mission- 
ury, now on his way home to England 
on furlough, 1s in the elty today and 
tells a long story of hatr-ratsing ex- 
pleits during his work and on a 1,0°0- 
miit trip across bleak tracts of Ice and 
tnew in search of the now famous 
blonde Eskimo. 

This is Mr, Fry's first trip out in 
five years, and but for his love of the 
work he 1s engaged in, he states he 
would little care for the life, where it 
is always ccld and where the sun but 
rarely shines, In search for the blonde 
Eskimos Mr, Fry, with his colleague, 
W. D. Young, traversed mile after mile 
of the hardest kind of country, accom- 
panted by Eskimo aids and guides, but 
these one by one fell by the wayside 
until the last one fell 1 and Mr, Fry 
had to restrace his steps, after having 
reached within $0 miles of the strange 
tribe, 

Mr, Fry’s headquarters have been at 
Encounter Point, which is known to the 
Iiskimos as Kitigagjutt, and 1s on the 
mainland, 40 miles west of the Alaskan 
boundry and on the farthest arm of 
the Mackenzie River delta. iis terri- 
itory extended east 500 miles in a dir 
ect line from Herschell island. 

His final effort to reach the blonde 
lskimos, accompanied by a native Es- 
kimo, is a story of great interest. AS 
far as Cape Paris they went by schoon- 
er and then took dog sleds the rest of 
the journey, They were well supplied 
with guns, traps and netting, that they 
wight secure food on the way, In 
good going the teams made as much 
as $0 miles a day but in the heavy and 
difficult. travelling, but from four to 
ten miles could be traversed.

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SCHOOL BOARD MAKES 
REDUCTIONS IN SALARIES; 
S.A. G. BARNES OPPOSES 


At a meeting of the Edmonton Pub- 
lie school beard held on Thursday night 
it was decided that the salaries of 
teachers and janitors in the Edmon- 
ton city schools be reduced 10 per cent. 

Strenuous objections were made by 
S. Gordon Barnes, finance commirsion- 
er of the board, who claimed that the 
conditions were not sufficiently grave 
to warrant a decrease. 

The resolution, which Mr, Barnes 
condemned, was passed at a meeting 
of the board held on the previous Fri- 
day. Mr. Barnes claimed that not only 
ig the reduction illegal, but also abso- 
lutely unnecessary. 

“We have the guarantee,” he said, 
“that the Imperial Bank, our bankers, 
will pay our salaries until such time as 
we receive our debenture issue. © Our 
secretary-treasurer is now in New 
York making an effort to effect finan- 
cial arrangements, that, | am sure, will 
prove favorable.” 

The reason for the reduction, accord- 
ing to K. W. McKenzie, father of the 
resolution calling for it, is that the 
citizens of the city have to be consid- 
ered.

Flower of Austrian Army is Destroyed by Muscovites—Lemberz 
Point of Great Strategic Value Being Center of Eight Railroads 
—If All Reports True, Situation in Northern Poland Will No 
Longer Cause Anxicty—British Public Waits with Spartan 
Patience, News from Eastern Theater of War—Practically 
None Has Been Received for Past 24 Hours. 

Paris, Sept. 4.—(3:40 p.m.)—It is officially announced that 


the opposing armies around Paris have not come in contact. They 
continue their movement taking positions; the statement adds: 

“The Germans have been checked at Verdun. The French 
are successful in Lorraine and the Vosges. The situation is not 
changed,”’ 

London, Sept. 4.—The armies of Germany, Austria, Russia, 
France and Great Britain are still at death grips in four colossal 
battles. A few brief bulletins convey all the important facts that 
all the peoples of Europe knew about the war yet the interests of 
their armies so far overshadow all individual affairs that they wait 
with Spartan patience for information. English newspapers, owing 
to the lack of definite news of the battle, are filled with stories about 
wounded soldiers who saw the great conflict, and with reports from 
their correspondents from behind the fighting lines. The last 24 
hours has yielded no definite news of the battle in northern France, 
The public is prepared to learn that the German advance continued 
to the outer lines of the defences of Paris. There it is expected 
that the allies’ armies will make a stand in line from Verdun, on the 
east, to the sea, and attempt with all their might to stay the Ger- 
man avalanche. ' 

Eastern Situation Hopeful 

The British public has turned hopeful eyes toward the east, 
where the triumphs of Russian arms in the Austrian province of 
Galicia has been amply confirmed. — In addition to the battle of 
Lemberg, in fhich the flower of six Ausirian army corps were de- 
stroyed, it is evident that there has been a simultaneous victory at 
Tomaszow, a town of some importance 30 miles southeast of Lodz 
in Russian Poland. It appears evident today, not only has the Aus- 
trian offensive through Russian Poland, destined to effect a junction 
with German army corps from east Prussia, failed, but the blow has 
been so severe that Galicia is virtually in the control of the Rus- 
sians. Lemberg is not only the capital of an enormous territory, 
Slavic in its sympathy, but also a transportation point of — great 
strategic calue being the center of eight railroads, If the Russian 
success continue it is expected that the Austrians will be cleared 
out of Russian Poland within a few days. a8 

If the official reports of the Russian successes in Galicia are 
anywhere near correct, it is scarcely possible to exaggerate the im- 
portance of their victories.

GOES DAD BRENTON 
WITH HIS GRIZZLEY 


Says There is No Reason for 
Unemployment in 
Edmonton 


HAS DONE IT BEFORE 
AND SAYS HE KNOWS 


Will Give an Exhibition of How 
~ It ls Done at Low Level 
Bridge This Afternoon 


“Tt's back to the gold bars for mine,” 
is the way “Dad” Brenton, well-known 
old-timer * and pioneer miner, an- 
nounced his program” for the next 
couple of months, meaning thereby the 
river bars, not the kind W. F. Gold of 
the Moral reform is trying to have 
closed. 

In the opinion of “Dad" Brenton 
there is no occasion for anyone to be 
in the ranks of the unemployed in Ed- 
monton. The river offers a job to any- 
one who can handle a shovel or a 
bailer at wages-ranging from $3 to $8 
aday. This is what he took out twen- 
y-five years ago when he and many 
of the other old timers ranged the 
river from Edmonton to Fort Pitt and 
from Edmonton up the river for seven- 
ty-five miles, Finding the coal bust- 
ness and other lines of promotion in 
which he has been engaged for some 
time rather slack he has built himself 
a "“grizzley’ and proposes to go up 
the river about 70 miles, to work 
down from there toward .the city. 

The “grizzley,". which was just 
completed yesterday, is a masterpiece 
of frontier craftsmanship. All told, it 
does not weigh over 100 pounds and is 
only four feet, six inches long. The 
{rons and bolts constituting the hard- 
ware, cost him $4 and the four days 
consumed in building it. The quick- 
silver, of which he needs about a 


pound, cost him $1.25 a pound. This, 
and a blanket for the grizzley is the 


only outlay for equipment. The re- 
mainder of the necessary capital Is 
what ts required for supplies, 

The bars in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the city, Mr. Brenton says, 
have been pretty well worked over in 
the early days, and where this is the| 
case, the gravel from which there is a 
possible recovery to be made ts only 
about three inches thick, representing 
that which (ia been brought down by 
spring floods, since the last miners 
went over the ground. In other places, 
however, where the recovery was not 
sufficiently attractive to occupy the old 
timers, or where they may have over- 
looked spots altogether, the productive 
gravel is about three feet thick.

regard to unemployment in this locality and what suggestions the 
council has to offer as to the solution of the problem. 

Such an interrogation is encouraging in the respect that it con- 
stitutes a tacit admission by the federal authorities that unemploy- 
ment is a national problem which must be handled nationally, but 
aside from this it is particularly conspicuous as an evidence of the 
Dominion government's failure to grasp the nature of the problem 
with which it has to deal. 

That there is unemployment in this part of Canada—and for 
{hat matter, in every part—is so well known as to make an enquiry 
as to whether it exists or not pure chicanery, ; 

As to how this problem should be dealt with, the question is 
quite as uncalled for. Everyone in this country knows the answer. 
It is lying exposed to full view in every unoccupied acre between the 
Red River and the Rocky mountains. It is: “Get the People onto the 
Land.” 

This is the answer which must be obvious to the government 
at Ottawa and which would be conceded by them as unescapable if 
{hey were statesmen of the calibre necessary for a condition such as 
has suddenly been thrust upon this Dominion. 

To everyone acquainted with the business methods of western 
Canada it must be apparent that the immediate cause of unemploy- 
ment is that the flow of borrowed money with which the great con- 
structive enterprises were being undertaken has suddenly been shut 
off. The war has dried this stream at its source, which is London. 
The railways, provinces, municipalities, building contractors and 
practically all engaged in construction of almost all classes have had 
to suspend because they could not borrow the money necessary to 
carry out the work which had been planned and which was well 
under way. The case of the Canadian Northern is a characteristic 
example by Which the rest may be judged. With the Dominion 
government's guarantee to $45,000,000 worth of bonds, intended 
to complete the line to the Pacific Coast, the magnates at the head 
of the system find that they are unable to get the money, or even 
he $15,000,000 of it which had been underwritten before the out- 
break of the war. The effect, of course, is that with no money to 
pay wages the work must stop. The managers are putting the 
bravest face possible on the situation, but we here in the western 
cilies who know the facts are cognizant of the circumstances that 
hundreds of men who may have looked forward to a winter’s work 
in the mountains have now no prospect of getting it. What is true 
of the Canadian Northern in a very large way is true of a great 
number of other concerns in a smaller way, In fact with the single 
brilliant exceptions of the Waterways and the Dunvegan, they have 
all had to curtail new work. The effect of this is the unemployment 
which we see around us, and which the city council estimates at 3,600 
for this city alone at the present time. How long this condition will 
last is purely problematical, but that unemployment will be aggra- 
vated by its duration is a certainty. 

The bald fact is that we are on a new basis in this country, 
facing a new condition which may spread over years and which 
must be met in a large and broad way. And it is significant that 
while this new condition has scrambled the whole financial structure 
over-night, rendering the previous system of development and con- 
struction presently unworkable, agriculture, the basic industry which 
all this constructive development was intended to serve, is in a more 
flourishing condition than ever before, with greater promise of re- 
wards for next year than ever heretofore held out in the history of 
the country. Also, it is significant that a very large percentage of 
those who have been dependent upon the constructive activities for 
employment are quite as competent to engage in the basic industry 
of the country as they are to build railways. In fact, the great 
majority of them came from the farm in the original and have been 
following the camps or engaged in laboring and building in the cities 
only for the reason that they had not the initial stake with which 
to embark in the farming business on their own account. Everyone 
acquainted with the conditions in the camps and about the cities 
knows that this is true, and that many of these men, thousands of 
them, are family men whose ambition and hope is that they may get 
a little ahead and get into the country on a farm of their own. Sev- 
eral thousand of them in recent years have done so, and constitute 
good settlers. Others have found conditions arrayed against them. 
Work is too casual to permit them to accumulate, wages are too 
small to provide for a family and lay up the necessary stake, land, in 
the hands of speculators who haye no intention of working it, is 
held too high, the horses, equipment, machinery, costs so much that 
it is out of their reach. The quarter section which the government 
offers on a deposit of ten dollars is a long way out. It costs money 
to get there, ard the possession of it is no guarantee against privation 
to the man who is devoid of the little capital necessary to work it. 

Here is the situation which a government at Ottawa with 
Sufficient breadth and capacity would take hold of and turn to the 
advantage of the country. Upon the call to arms the government 
finds no difficulty in getting titty or sixty million dollars for the 
purpose of discharging Canada’s obligation to the empire, and it is 
well that it recognizes and discharges that obligation. But at tha 
Same time there is the other obligation to promote the welfare of 
those who are now in the country and to provide the arrangements 
which will get more in. A competent government would do this by 


be the richest country in the world in happy homes. 
to consistently follow a policy of being ready at all times to assist 
willing workers to get onto the land there would be no problem of 
unemployment in this country, now or ever, 

This plank, which we offer as a national platform, is a practical 
application of the theory of single tax; but it is a plank in which there

SUPPLY OF FOODSTUFFS 
AMPLE FOR AUSTRIA FOR 
YEAR, STATES MINISTER 


Vienna, Sept. 4.—(via London 5 a.m.) 
—One hundred and forty Americans 
chiefly from Budapest, left for Berlin 
in a special train the evening 
August 31, Only a few fcreigzners are 
still here and all lasted more than a 
month, the prices of foodstuffs in 
Vienna have not increased and in some 
cases they are lower than last year 
Meat, eggs, lard and several other 
commodities are cheaper while coffee, 
Sugar and milk remain. unchanged, 
Butter and flour are slightiy higher in 
price. The minister of agriculture de- 
clares that supplies of foodstuffs are 
ample for the whole monarchy even if 
the war lasts a year or more. The 
number of cattle and the amount of 
dairy products available is much zreat- 
er, the minister stated, than ordinary 
because the exportations have ceased. 

Vienna is absolutely quiet, with few 
indication that a great war is in pro- 
gress.

Tho outer ring of forts ts Seventy 
miles in cireuit. Not only this, but-on 
account of the great range of modern 
guns no enemy, ft is belfeyed, could 
erect” effective siege works within 
many miles of this line, Inside tho 
outer ring is a Hie of forts erected 
prior to the Franco-Prussian war; and 
last of «ll are the old ramparts which 
form the boundary of the city, and are 
still of value as a “last ditch," 

Though the weakest portion of the 
defences, the old ramparts are more 
formidable than most people suppose, 
They were built about seventy years 
40 and are probably the best works 
of the kind around any walled city to- 
day, They completely surround. the 
city, and the circult is about 22 miles, 
There are about 93 bastions and 67 
kates, These bastions are broad with 
Short flanks and plain curtain walls 
So arranged that the garrison has 
command of every part of the ditch 
by means of flanking fire. The wall 
is about thirty feet hight, but fronting 
fs it does a deep and wide ditch, It ts 
not very conspicuous to those who 
Pass in and out of the elty by the main 
thoroughfares. The wall is backed by 
earthworks, the ramparts are sur- 
mounted by a parapet of earth, of suf- 
ficlent height to protect the defenders 
}on the terreplein having an exterior 
| slope corresponding to that on the top 
of the wall, An enemy would first 
have -to cross the ditch, where he 
Would be exposed to a flanking fire 
from the bastions; then comes the wall 
Which {ts too well backed by earth to 
he easily beaten down, In sealing the 
Wall an enemy would be met by the 
fire from behind the parapets. 

The gates are only Nght affairs, not 
) Much more substantial than ordinary 
park gatse but these, bf course, would 
be discarded in times of siege and the 
openings occupied by guns, So as a 
defence agalnst infantry or cavalry 
pa ‘e, the old ramparts would be 
quite effective. But In 1870 the chief 
reliance was not on the strength of 
the ramparts, but in the ne of forts— 
how the inner line—which entirely en 
circles the city at a distance from one 
to two miles beyond the ramparts. 

The forts, now somewhat out of date, 
are near enough together to command 
by their cross fire all approaches to 
the clty, One of these, Fort Valerien, 
occupies a commanding positon 450 


of} feet above the city on the left bank of 


the Seine, Just across the river from 
the Boise de Bologne, _This fort held 
out a long time against the attack of 
the Prussians in 1870, and was after- 
wards the chief Stronghold of the gov- 
ernment forces during the ravages of 
the Commene It has been recently 
Strengthened, and is still one of the 
chief defences of the city. 

While the old ring of forts is still of 
considerable value as a means of de- 
fence, the chief defence ts now placed 
in the outer ring, which ts comprised 
of modern forts equipped with guns 
of high power and great range. 

To one who studies the positions of 
the new forts as they appear on a map 
of the environs of Paris, the first 
thonght is likely to be that they are 
very irregularly placed: but further 
exanitnation will show that their piac-

ING TO GREAT 


WAR THAT ARE HARD TO REALIZE 


(Ry a Correspondent.) 

Noulogne, Sept. 4.—Readers fail to 
grasp the meaning of war as conducte 
on a huge scale today, Each so-called 
army includes three or four army corps 
of forty thousand men each, who oc- 
cupy a battle front of at least three 
miles to any army corps—often double 
that front, This makes a battle of be- 
tween 20 and 80 miles to an army, 
There are now thiee separate armies 
of ajlics and three German armlés on 
the northern frontier alone. No one 
can watch these operations of eyen 
one corps at a time.* Of course, the 
commanding generals get reports from 
the different parts of the field, but 
they do not necessarily communicate 
them even to their governments while 
the battle is progressing, 

Vast forests extend from Compeigne 
to Chantilly. A smaller one is located 
between these places at Senlis, about 
thirty miles north of Paris, These of- 
fer defence of the defending army. 
They also offer a cholce of action. 
These great woods effectually screen 
withdrawal or eruption against hostile 
columns coming from the north. 

Between Senlis and Paris a richly 
cultivated rolling plain is still covered 
with golden corn, There are numer- 
ous small towns with walled en- 
closures, Otherwise the land is open, 
nave for passages of forests. ‘The hills 
are gentle and low. The Olse becomes 
wider as it flows southward, Relying 
upon the deadly strength of the heavy 
artillery, the Germans are trying to 
cresh their way through regardless of 
losa. 

Night Attacks Favored. 
attacks are favorite German 
tactics, When the allied armies have 
retired to a new position and bi- 
vouacked for the night, the Germans 
repentedly open terrific artillery fire 
at four o'clock in the morning. It 1s 
followed by heavy cavalry and infantry 
charges, The seream and shriek of 
hundreds of shrapnel shells, especially 
if the allies are screened by trees, Is 
indescribable, For then the stripping 
and rending of trees and the tumult of 
exploding shells add to the noise. The 
sentries and outposts can hear all this 
and see nothing but the blinding lights 
of scores of shells bursting at the 
faine time. 

To deafening crashes and vicious 
hitting of machine guns in this inferno 
ot noise and death and darkness come 
&n avalanche of German troops. 

Time and time again German sol- 
diers have told me that It is only hot 
coffee and soup, ever at hand, which 
keeps them going on their forced 
marches, 

When not fighting the German com- 
panies march by singing all sorts of 
60ngs and national airs.
